‘Our own club insurance premium may 
rise slightly next year as Albert H. 
/Wohler’s & Co, raises the minimum, 
premium to $325 per year. Wohler’s 
is well-known to the amateur radio 
community as an insurer of amateur 
radio equipment. Based on a recent 
note in the ARRL Letter Wohler’s paid 
out an average of $889 on 2,700 
claims filed in the past five years, 
mostly for lightning damage. To my 
knowledge the PPRAA has never 
submitted a claim; but then again, I've 
only been in the club for about 6 years 
now.

Emergency Calls, by David Kurth, 
NOUVR 


Theard a ham on a local repeater the 
other day commenting on how the 911 
operators didn't seem to know how to 
handle calls from hams through 
autopatches. | just wanted 10 make a few 
points about 911 procedures through 
autopatches, 


‘A number of years ago, hams were 
probably the major source of 

emergency calls regarding traffic 
accidents, hazards, and other 

traffic problems. At the present time, the 
‘number of cell phones on the roads far 
‘outnumber amateurs with phone patch 
capability. So the first problem is that 
911 operators will get very few calls from 
‘hams as compared to drivers with cell 
phones, They will sense something is 
different, and they will not be familiar 
with talking to a person through an 
autopatch, 


‘The second problem is that calls through 
autopatches are only half duplex. 
‘Communication is possible in both 
directions, but NOT at the same time. 
Cell phone conversations are full duplex 
as both parties can talk and listen at the 
same time. On an autopatch, the 911 
‘operator is NOT in control of the call. 
‘They cannot interrupt when the ham is 
transmitting, and thus both parties can 
‘become confused. To make effective use 
of the time, the ham has to convey his 
information carefully so two-way 
communication is maintained. 


‘The third problem is that most all 
autopatches have a time-out timer. If you 
make your call and have to wait, or worst 
yet get put on hold, your chances of 
‘getting any information relayed has 
greatly decreased Most repeaters use a 3 
minute time-out, and it is amazing how 
fast 3 minutes can go by. 


In light of these problems, hear are my 
suggestions on how to make a 911 
autopatch call: 


(2) Don't start the call by telling the 911 
operator you area ham or amateur radio 
operator, or by giving your name and 
callsign either by spelling or phonetics. 1 
don't think the operator cares, and they 
probably don't know what a “ham” 

or "amateur radio operator” is. I've heard 
hams report an accident to 911, and the 
call goes out on the police dispatch 
‘channel as being reported by a cell phone 
By giving your name and call, you've 
probably wasted 15 seconds, and haven't 
provided any useful information about the 
emergency. 
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(2) Make your transmissions short, You 
are working against a. time-out timer, 50 
don't get long-winded since the 911 
operator can not ask questions or get 
Clarification if you key down and tell 
your whole life's story in 3 minutes. 


(3) You are in control of the onversation, 
even if you don't want to be. You can 
transmit anytime you desire, and you 
can listen anytime you want, The 911 
‘operator doesn't have that luxury, They 
also are not accustomed to a conversa- 
tion they can not control. So you have to 
control the conversation but let the 911 
operator think they running things 


‘Asan example, here's how I would report 
an accident to 911 on an autopatch: 


(911): 911, what is your emergency? 


(me): 'd like to report an accident at 
Academy and Briargate. 


At this point, I'd quit transmitting and 
listen. Ifthe accident has already been 
reported, I'm done. There is no need to 
go on, With all the cell phones out there, 
this is probably the most likely scenario, 
If the accident has not been reported, I go 
on, 


‘The 911 operator may then ask for more 
details of the location, if there are 
injuries, the number of vehicles involved, 
or other information. In each case, 'd 
answer the question with a short 
response, and then un-key and listen for 
the next question. You should also be 
aware that if you hold the key down while 
thinking what to say next, the operator 
will assume you are done talking, and 
will start talking. Since you are still 
transmitting, you'll miss the information. 
So make your response short, and when 
‘you say the last word, UN-KEY 
IMMEDIATELY so the repeater has time 
to turn around before the 911 operator 
begins to talk, 


‘If the operator wants a your name and 
‘number to contact you, give your name 
and home phone number, You may want 
to mention that you are not currently at 
the number. If they press the issue, then 


attempt to explain you are mobile and 
cannot be reached by phone. The theory 
is that if this happens, it will be at the 
end of the conversation and all the 
critical information has been passed. If 
the repeater times out, the 911 operator 
has enough information to pass on to the 
police or fire dispatcher. 


‘Also, be aware that the 146.97 autopatch 
will connect you with El Paso County 911 
operator. Use this machine if'you are 
not in the city of Colorado Springs. If 
‘you attempt to call in an accident within 
the city limits and use the 146.97 patch, 
‘you will just get transferred and have to 
repeat your report all over again, 


Ifyou call to report a non-emergency 
such as a stalled car blocking a lane of 
traffic or that a traffic light is broken, 
use the Colorado Springs Police number 
of 444-7000, ‘That number is almost as 
easy to remember as 911, and since it is 
a non-emergency, you are under less 
pressure and can be a little more relaxed 


Most of the autopatches on repeaters have 
“speed dial" or shortcut numbers for 
police, fire, State Patrol, and sheriff 
Read the information that the repeater 
‘group sends you, make note of the 
‘numbers and procedures. Keep the 
‘numbers with you or in your car so you 
are prepared to make a call if'a 

situation arises. A 911 call is NOT the 
time to learn how to use an autopatch. It 
is a good idea to practice by calling your 
house or friend sometime to get familiar 
with the autopatch and your radio, You 
may also have a ham friend call you 
using the autopatch so you can get a 
feeling of what the 911 operator 
experiences. 


‘These are my opinions, and I realize that 
there may be some different and better 
ideas out there. Ifyou have any 
suggestions, get them into 0-Beat so we 
can all learn and benefit. Just because we 
‘may be outnumbered by cell phones, it 
doesn't mean that we still can't 

provide a valuable service in emergency 
‘communications

December 11 marked the 75th 
anniversary of the first shortwave 
transatlantic radio transmission, sent

FCC Delays New RF-Exposure Rules 
Just in time for Christmas, the FCC has 
postponed the date for hams to comply 
with the new RF-exposure regulations 
from January 1, 1997, to January 1, 1998, 
‘The ARRL was among those requesting, 
the delay 


‘The League said that the additional time 
‘was needed for the FCC to draft 
implementation guidelines and for 
amateurs to use them to comply with the 
regulations (released on August 1, 1996 
as ET Docket 93-62) 


FCC Report No. DC 96-112 announced 
the amendment of the niles to extend the 
transition period for licensees to 
determine compliance with the new 
bioeffects requirements for RF 
‘transmitters. The League obtained a 
‘copy of the report just before noon on 
Christmas Eve. 


‘The time extension to January 1, 1998, 
will allow changes to Amateur Radio 
operator examinations to be made along 
‘with routine revisions between now and 
July 1, 1998, rather than requiring 
hurried special revisions, Among the 
reasons for requesting the extension was 
the desire to permit licensees to make a 
more orderly entrance into this 

new area, to allow time for information to 
‘be promulgated to hams to ensure that 
they have the information at theit 
disposal to comply with the new rules, 
and to allow time for appropriate 
questions to be inserted into the question 
pools for the various amateur license 
exams, 


In Report No, DC 96-112, the FCC said it 
disagreed with those petitioners who 
suggested that the time extension “will 
have significant adverse effects on public
